LONDON, March 21.—Premier 


Lloyd George, according to the lat- 
est reports from Criccieth, has de- 
termined to bring his “die-hard” 
foes into the open by demanding a 
vote of confidence before he goes to 
Genoa. This decision to force a real 
trial of streneth is said to be the 
result of a careful canvass of Con- 
servative members carried out under 
the direction of Austen Chamberlain, 
‘Government leader in the House 6f 
|'Commons. It showed that the “die- 
hards’” strength has not been sub- 
stantially inereased recently and 
that the Premier is certain of a suf- 
ficient majority. 

Lloyd George returns to London 
‘next week and he proposes, it is be- 
lieved, to justify the Genoa confer- 
ence by a statement in the House 
outiining what he hopes to achieve 
there. It is on this question that 
the vote will be taken. 

Nothing could have proved more 
conclusively the Premier’s dominat- 
ing position in British politics than 
the feverish interest evinced in his 
plans by all parties since the possal- 
bility of his retirement has arisen. 

The bulk of the Tories have been 
fearful of his return to liberalism as 
‘a crushing blow to their hopes of 
winning the general election. Liber- 
als, though professing indifference, 
have been nourishing the fond hope 
that the prodigal would return to 
put them In the saddle... And Labor 
has been eagerly counting on a split 
in the coalition to give them «a 
chance. : 

The Premier's health is almost re- 
stored, his spirits are good, and that 
he has lost none of his sagacity a@ a 
political strategist is shown by the 
success with which he is emerging 
from the difficulties that beset him 
at the beginning of the present ert- 
sis. 

As for Genoa, ft is said he has 
great faith in the scheme of inter- 
national currency reform preparéd 
by British experts to regularize ex- 
change. Then he is said to regard 
resuscitation of Russian trade as of 
vital importance to Europe. These 
are the main points he is expected 
to rely upon in his speech of Just Mm- 
cation. His capacity for bending the 
House to hie will has been too fret 
quentiy demonstrated for one to 
doubt his success in getting the re- 
quired vote.

mean numbers. So the effect of this 
occupation on the he alth of the 
women not only as they are engaged 
in their work today but as potential 
mothers is a matter of serious con- 
sideration. The ranks are filled with 
girls from every walk of life and 
-some of very tender years, because 
stenography as a business requires 
less years of serious preparation 
than most professions, and because 
of congenial hours and places of em- 
pleymont it has a stronger appeal 
than any other field of activity. 

When you. see a rosy cheeked 
young girl just from the ranks of 
high school enter an office and in a 
short time lose this fresh appear- 
ance, become nervous, ‘overwrought, 
anaemic and begin suffering with in- 
digestion, headaches and other ills 
that make her drag out the days in- 
stead of rejoicing in her youth, 
something is vitally wrong. 

This condition cannot be blamed 
any longer on the poorly ventilated 
and badly lighted and equipped of- 
fices, because there are very few busi- 
ness houses today that have not 
found out that guarding the health 
of their employes materially affects 
their profits to advantage. So in the 
nmajority of cases the fault lies with 
the girl herself. 

I have watched girls who held 
high salaried positions as stenogra- 
phers:to magnates, and all the way 
down the line to the humble begin- 


[« you lined up all of the women 


‘ner, and it amazes me not that they 


are ill but that they can continue 
working year after year without be- 
coming physical bankrupts. It sim- 
ply proves how rugged they were 
when they started in the first place. 
How Nou Should Sit at Your Work. 

Thigé profession requires a seated 
position to be maintained almost 
continually. If this were done cor- 
rectly it would by no means affect 
the health of the individual, but it 
is an exception to find a girl seated 
at her desk, either taking notes or 
typing on the machine, who holds 
her body in the proper position. 

And what is the consequence? 

The spine, being out of plumb, 
eauses a congestion in spots and a 
strain in other places. The effect of 
this unnatural position is stagnation 
where circulation is of utmost im- 
portanee. It is rarely, if ever, that 
functional inefficiency starts in the 
organs; it nearly always has a cen- 
tral nervous cause, the exception be- 
ing the continual abuse of food. 


These minor diminutions in the 
freedom of the spinal joints affect to 
®@ great degree the nervous efficiency 
of the individual. 


It is impossible for you to main- 
tain the spine in such a position as 
shown in the incorrect posture illus- 
trated without suffering sooner or 
Mater with nervous or organic dis- 
eases. You will notice that all of the 
organs are thrown out of plumb and 
the unnatural strain on the spine im- 
poverishes those important nerve 
centers which feed the brain. Then 
do you wonder that when the day is 
half over you find it a task to carry 
on your work, to take dictation with 
the same efficiency that you did in 
the early hours of the morning when 
the body was refreshed from the re- 
laxation of the night? 

I have posed for you in two posi- 
tions.

You are running, so 
to speak, on one cylinder instead of 
a six-cylinder engine. 

To counteract this indoor confine- 
ment it is necessary for you each 
day to take at least a few breathing 
exercises before an open window as 
well as to see to it that you spend 
an hour in brisk walking, never mind 
what the weather is.
